Sluice Gates of Dam Blasted Open 
With Machine Guns To Save Town 


SHOTO, Wis., Oct. 3 (®—National Guardsmen using .50- 
caliber machine guns blasted open sluice gates in a wooded 
dam today to relieve the pressure of flood waters to save 
this small town from heavy damage. 

The East Twin River, fed by rain for the past week, 
backed up behind the dam after a heavy rain this morning, 
flooded farms and farm homes for several miles upstream 
and poured over the dam, threatening to carry it away. 

Workers couldn't break open the sluice gates because 
of the swirling water. Manitowoc County sheriff's deputies 
fired submachine guns at the dam with little effect. 

When National Guardsmen arrived, summoned from 
Camp Haven about 30 miles south, about 2,000 people were 
watching the drama.

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London Treaty Puts 
The Reds on Notice 


The signing yesterday of the London 
Act for rearming West Germany was a 
stroke that surely is destined to strengthen 
the free world. The accord alters the 
balance of power in Europe and, for the 
first time in modern history, brings Ger- 
many into an alliance with America and 
her other traditional enemies. 


In drawing up the pact the framers 
achieved a unanimity that a few days 
ego was not thought possible. 

French fears of a resurgent Germany 
were met with ironclad stipulations for 
inspection of arms and armament plants. 
Even exports and imports will be checked. 

There is every reason to believe that 
with this chief stumbling block removed— 
to the mutual satisfaction of French 
Premier Mendes-France and West Ger- 
man Chancellor Adenauer—the program 
will win quick approval of the French 
Chamber of Deputies. 


Premier Mendes-France made the con- 
ference difficult, to say the least. He 
shifted positions from one day to the next 
during the conference until all but the 
most patient were on the point of throw- 
ing up their hands in despair. Last Thurs- 
day, for instance, Mendes-France voiced 
approval of a compromise West German 
rearmament plan advanced by Belgium’s 
Paul-Henri Spaak. But on Friday he re- 
versed himself and rejected the program. 


In fairness, Mendes-France does face 
a difficult political situation at home. His 
country has been overrun three times in 
three generations by Germany. French- 
men generally are more fearful of a re- 
militarized Germany than of Soviet Rus- 
sla. 

Even so, the other nations of the West 
have gone what would seem to be the 
limit of compromise in return for French 
cooperation. If France were not so all- 
important from a strategic military stand- 
point, the patience of the remaining West- 
ern allies would have worn out long ago. 
The fact that Mendes-France is reported 
ready to stake the life of his government 
on the new treaty indicates he realizes that 
his nation now faces what well may be 
the final decision, 

The pact also is designed to ease fears 
in West Germany. Since the rejection of 
EDC by the French National Assembly 34 
days ago, support for European unity ap- 
pears to have melted fast. West Germans 
want, above all else, to be ‘reunited with 
the eastern portion now under the Com- 
munists. This desire is no less strong in 
East Germany. In reply, the treaty em- 
phasizes that a fundamental aim of the 
United States, France and Britain is to 
achieve unity of East and West Germany 
by peaceful means. That clause should 
do much to stymie effects of Communist 
propaganda that has been intensified in 
West Germany recently. 

Equally important in allaying German 
fear is a provision placing West Germany 
on an equal footing with other nations 
end agreement by the United States, Brit- 
fin and France to end the occupation “as 
quickly as possible.” 

Much of the success of the treaty is 
due to British Foreign Minister Eden’s 
reversal of a traditional policy in agreeing 
that British troops would remain on the 
continent indefinitely. The United States 
and Canada also. will keep troops there. 

In Washington administration sources 

fre picturing success of the conference as 
a vindication of Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles’ foreign policy. That is to 
@ considerable extent, true. Mr. Dulles has 
ruffled many feelings on the continent— 
and at home. Many feel that he has been 
unnecessarily blunt on too many occasions. 
But the fact remains that at London Mr. 
Dulles appears to have used the right 
@mount of tart warning with the neces- 
Bary supply of diplomatic urging to at- 
tain the accord that resulted. 
; The London Act will go down in 
history as'one of the most far-reaching 
dreaties of modern times. Certainly it 
Berves notice to Moscow that free nations 
ran and will act in concert to resist ag- 
gression or enslavement.

Planning Is Essential 


For City Water Systems 


N. M. De Jarnette, engineer for the 
Georgia Department of Health, offers a 
bit of advice to Georgia towns that will 
be faced with development of water sys- 
tems from rivers or streams in the future. 


Towns that are not now using water 
from these streams but which may be 
forced to do so in the future should make 
@ few calculations. Many of these 
Btreams, he points out, are as low as they 
will be perhaps for 25 years. Measure- 
ments made now could be used to deter- 
mine whether the minimym.. flow would 
make it impractical to build’ water sys- 
tems with the streams as source of the 
water. 


If towns don’t take measurements 


now and have them on hand for tefer-* 


ence, they may find themselves someday 
building expensive water systems that 
would fail during drought periods. In 
fact, this has happened during this sum- 
mer to a number of towns over the state. 

This sounds like excellent advice. 
Planning for water systems should take 
into account just such years as the one 
we are now experiencing.

South’s Voting Record 


‘Is Worst in Nation 


There will be 99,660,000 Americans of 
voting age by the time the November gen- 
eral election rolls around. The pattern of 
past elections indicates that only about 
42,000,000 will actually vote. 

A survey by Congressional Quarterly 
shows that the actual vote compared to 
the potential varies from state to state 
and from section to section. The percent- 
age varies from 80 per cent in Utah—on a 
basis of the 1952 vote—to 20 per cent in 
Mississippi. 

The South as a whole voted only 35.3 
per cent in the 1952 presidential election, 
compared to 69 per cent in the Midwest, 
67.9 per cent in the Northeast, and 67.3 
per cent in the West. Georgia ranked near 
the bottom in 1952 with only 25 per cent 
of its voting-age citizens casting ballots. 

There is, of course, a simple reason for 
the South’s delinquency in voting—its tra- 
ditional one-party system has caused a 
lack of interest in politics in general. Even 
the sparse Negro vote does not account 
for the total discrepancy. Nor does the 
delinquency confine itself to the general 
election, the percentage voting in pri- 
maries being about the same. 

Someone voiced the opinion that a 
small vote is in the interest of the poli- 
ticians. This is especially true in Georgia, 
where the county unit system makes it 
possible for politicians to herd their fol- 
lowers to the polls in sufficient numbers 
to carry the unit votes of doubtful coun- 
ties, while many of the “best” people stay 
at home in droves.

This summer’s drought has been the 
worst in more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury. The damage that has been done 
is incalculable. It can be counted in 
terms of dollars, in crops lost and pas- 
tures ruined. But there is no way to 
measure the despair of people who help- 
lessly watched while the sun seared and 
the wind burned the results of. their toil. 

The usual summer rains of Georgia 
failed this year. And nature perversely 
has compounded the damage by depriving 
the section of the September downpours 
that generally follow Gulf and Caribbean 
hurricanes.

With a Big Lesson 


I worked very hard on a little book entitled 
‘Twelve Ways To Solve Your Problem’’ but after 
I finished it the publishers wouldn’t take it. They 


said it was too short and suggested that I rewrite it ama nae it 
three times as long. But my main object was to set down the prin-

If the book is so long that it 
would take several days to read, 
then much of its value would be 
missed.

And a very attractive 
job he did. Then I asked my good 
friends in the Atlanta book stores 
to sell it for me and they very 
graciously agreed to do so. So re- 
cently the book went on sale and it 
is selling better than I expected. 

Of course, I am interested in 
how the book sells but my main 
interest is putting these 12 great 
principles into the hands and 
minds of as many people as pos- 
sible. They are not original with

alcoholics who have gained self- 
control through the 12 steps.

Dulles would shortly report the So- 
viet Union’s implacable, year-long 
opposition to the plan, Mr. Vishin- 
sky coyly pushed out his eleventh- 
hour card at the U.N. conference 
table. 


It said in effect: ‘‘Why, Mr. 
Dulles, how could you _ possibly 
think that the Soviet Union could 
be opposed to this lovely idea of 
an atomic pool for peaceful pur- 
poses! Don’t you know that it is 
inadmissible to say that we oppose 
anything which carries the name 
of peace? We want to discuss it, 
discuss it, discuss it.”

Dulles might possibly conclude 
that the Soviet government doesn’t 
like, doesn’t want and won’t go 
along with the pool is that it has 
said so almost continuously during 
the private negotiations which 
have been in progress since last 
January.

Evidently Mr. Vishinsky doesn’t 
“‘oppose”’ the plan; he just wants 
to keep it from coming into being 
and hopes nobody will notice who’s 
doing it. 

That’s to be expected. In one 
sense it is quite encouraging. It is 
encouraging because it shows that 
the Russians perceive that atomic 
pool for peaceful uses is so widely 
desired, so constructive, that they 
dare not oppose it openly if they 
can possibly help it. 

This is why they followed a year 
of total opposition to it in private 
negotiation with a sly let’s-talk- 
about-it-further maneuver at the 
U.N. This is why he wants to try 
to talk it to death, if possible, so 
that Moscow will not have to ad- 
mit to the world that it will not 
cooperate with any U.N. project 
for the peaceful development of 
atomic energy. 


Back in the 


depression of the 1930’s, for example, when it was under the spell 


of novelist Upton Sinclair and his

and of the ham-and-eggers and their $30 every Thursday. 


There was, too, the era after 
that when the mountainous Earl 
Warren, as governor, dominated 
California’s politics and held the 
state in thrall with as near one- 
party government as is possible 
for so mercurial a state. Demo- 
crats flocked about that Republi- 
can leader. 


The stage here seems empty 
now. California’s leading actérs 
have ‘moved to Washington for 
their stage. There Earl Warren 
presides over the Supreme Court 
and the two younger men, Rich- 
ard M. Nixon and William F. 
Knowland, are respectively vice 
president and administration lead- 
er in the Senate. 


Back home here, California is 
in a state of transition politically. 

It seems to be moving away 
from the semi-non-partisan, mixed- 
party system that the late Hiram 
Johnson gave it 40 years ago, in 
an impulse of idealism, and is 
moving toward two-party govern- 
ment and responsibility. 

The outstanding impression of 
California politics now, in fact, is 
the new vigor of the Democratic 
Party. That was inspired initially 
by the removal from the scene of 
Governor Warren to whom so 
many Democrats were loyally de- 
voted, and was helped along by 
the requirement of party designa- 
tion on the ballot. The new hope 
within the party itself encouraged 
formerly warring elements to try 
to bury their’ factional differences, 


so that the party is more har 
monious today than in years. 
This new spirit has found an 
outlet. California is being washed 
by the tide of upsurging Demo- 
cratic strength noted elsewhere 


and Democrats are prepared to 
ride the tide here. 


Democrats talk of picking up 
two to four seats in the House, 
though they are being hard- 
pressed for one seat they now 
hold—that occupied by Rep. Rob- 
ert L. Condon who, you will re- 
call, was deniéd official party 
support by National Chairman 
Stephen A. Mitchell because of the 
Atomic Energy Commission’s re- 
fusal to give him clearance on 
the ground of alleged past asso- 
ciations of a questionable nature. 


Both parties have complained of 
apathy among the voters this 
year. But one of the shrewdest 
politicians in this state, who hap- 
pens to be a woman, and happens 
to be Democratic state chairman— 


Elizabeth Snyder—says that re-. 


cently the Democrats are really 
beginning to go to work and show 
keen interest. She says that she 
gets the same feeling of something 
‘really moving in the Democratic 
direction as in the last two weeks 
of the now memorable Truman 
campaign’ of 1948 in which she 
was active. 

She may be right. Republicans 
dispute it. ;

He has mentioned it to me several times and for a few 
days I’ve been toying with all the lovely old-fashioned legal 
phrases about being of sound mind and a bestowing nature. 


The trouble with making a will is that in order to get in a 
proper frame of mind you have to visualize yourself as dead 
and divide your paltry possessions among your loved ones. 
And I’ve been shocked to find that although it is difficult for 
me to contemplate my being dead, my children can contemplate 
it with cheery equanimity. 


‘“‘Now, look, mother, when you die...” they say and then 
follow through with a list of the things they want. 


Since the questidn of wills came up they have taken to squab- 
bling over our household effects as if they were of great mone- 
tary worth and of inestimable sentimental value. The love seat 
they have put their feet oMMfor years suddenly becomes a price- 
less antique and the old clock they have complained about be- 
cause its face is faded and spotty, is a cherished friend. 


They have even started dividing up books and pictures and 
to my dismay they all want the same things. While the two girls 
argued noisily over a few old pieces of their grandmother’s sil- 
ver I stood by feeling extremely deceased and waiting piteously 
for the mourning to begin. 


The trouble with making a will is that you can’t ever really 
will anything of value, of course.

The things of value you have accumulated in your life are 
in the mind and heart anyhow. There are lessons you have learned 
that seem worth passing on, hurts you have suffered you want 
your descendants to avoid, odd bits of wisdom picked up here 
and there at great pain and expense. If you could will them these 
things . but you can’t. 


The sad thing about drafting a will is that even if you had a 
million dollars to bestow you wouldn’t be giving them much. 
The things of value they will have to dig out for themselves out 
of the strange travail of life itself. 

I guess I won't make a will just yet.
